Seven klnda of finches, commonly 
known aa grosbeaks, aumincr within 
our boundarlee. The majority of theee 
are good friends of tbe farmer, and de- 
servo to be widely known In order 
that their services may be appreciated. 
The grosbeaks are easily distinguished 
from other (inches by their stout form, 
bright plumage, masalve billa. and 
melodloua volcea. Two of them live 
mainly In cold mountainous areas, and 
having Utile to do with farms or with 
tbe Insects that prey on crope. may 
be dismissed without further notice. 
Tho other five live largely In agricul- 
tural regions and secure most of their 
food about cultivated lands. All of 
them feed to some extent upon crops, 
but only one does appreciable harm. 
On the other hand, all perform inval 
uable service In destroying certain of 
our worst Insect i csta 

The rosebreast haa an extensive 
range, breeding In Kansas and lh« 
motintalne of Tennessee north to New- 
foundland and the Great Slave lake 
region. It eats some green peas, nnd 
is charged with Injuring orchards, 
both by budding and by eating tbe 
fruit. Our Investigation lend no sup- 
port to the latter accusation, and. al- 
though the blrdn oat peas, they Invarl- 

,0 The r TOBcbrels'r'ha." long*been held 
In high esteem because of Its habit of 
preying upon the Colorado potato 
beetle, and the name potatobug bird 
suggests h* Important services la 
this direction. l^irvBe. as well aa 
adult beetles, are consumed, and a 
great many aro fed to neatlinga. No 
less than a tenth of the total food of 
tbe rosebreast examined consists of 
potato beetles — evidence that the bird 
Is one of the most Important enemlea 
of tbe peal. Us services In devouring 
other exceedingly harmful Insects are 
scarcely less valuable. It vigorously 
attacks cucumber beetles and many of 
the acale Insects. It proved an act- 
tlve enemy or the Rocky Mountain lo- 
"itst during that Insect's ruinous in- 
raslon. and among the other pests " 
-onsumea are the spring and fall can-

and to ripe fruit. For 
fruit consumed by the 
gosbeak It destroys In actual bulk 
more than one and a half quarts 
of black olive scales, one quart of flow 
er beet lea, besides a generous quan- 
tity of coddling moth pupae and ran 
korworma. So effectively does It fight 
those pests that the necessity for 
Ita preservation Is obvious, while most 
of Its Injury to fruit Is prevent- 
able. 

A permanent drinking and bathing 
place on tbe farm and in the garden is 
to be numbered among the most po- 
tent attractions tor birds, and with a 
little Ingenuity one can be prepared In 
almost any locality Winter feeding 
serves to attract 
iaaaM 

and takes kindly even to table 
If particular premises prove congenial 
as a winter home, the bird is likely t« 
prefer them In summer. 

No effort to attract the grosbeaks 
will succeed, however, unless protec 
Hon 1b assured Grosbeaks are already 
protected by lew In practically every 
state, but. since the machinery for 
i the enforcement of tbe law Is often In 
effective, statutory protection must be 
supplemented by Individual action, par- 
ticularly under the trespass laws 
Such action has long been taken in 
behalf of game birds, and the wise 
landholder will take equal precautions 
to preserve tbe smaller insectivorous 
species which be Is so fortunate as to 
have as tenants. Shooting and nest 
robbing must, of course, be 
Squirrels, when allowed to 
numerous, destroy many egga and 
young, but in the settled districts the 
worst enemy of birds la the prowling 
cat. 

Present Investigations prove that 
tbe services of grosbeaks In destroying 
Insect pests are invaluable Kacb kind 
pays ipeclal attention to certain pests 
which if unchecked would cause enor- 
mous losses. Few of our birds are 
to be credited with more good and 
with fewer evil deeds than the gros 
beaks, and none more clearly deserve 
protection by the practical farmer 



chinch bug In fact, not one of our 
b haa a batter record. The rose- 
breast attacks the worst enemies of 
agriculture, making thorn its favorlti 
prey, and time after lime It has ren 
dered valuable aid In checking tbeif 
destructive Infestations. 

The black-beaded groabeak ranges 
from Southern Mexico to Brltlah Co- 
lumbia, North Dakota, and Nebraska. 
It Oils tbe same place In the west that 
the rosebreast does In the east, and 
economically Is fully aa Important, 
la parta of Ita range it la destructive 
lo early fruit and attacks also green 
peaa and beans. However, since by 
proper precautions suA losses may bo 
minimised or altogether prevented, 
they should not be given too much 
weight In estimating tho value of the 
bird. Instead of being regarded aa 
an enemy by western orchardlsts. the 
blackhead should bo esteemed aa a 
friend, since It la a foe to tbe worat 
pests of hortlcotture — tbo scale ln- 
eecta— which onnipoae a fourth of Ita 
food. The black olive acale alone con 
atltutea a Iflh of the blrd'a aubajat- 
enco, and the frost ed seals and apri-
